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Redevelopment campaign proves cosily

Advocates of Upland’s redevelopment plan out- 
spent their i om 21 to 1 on an unsuccessful 
campaign last fall soundly rejected by voters. 

Redevelopment proponents Citizens for Upland 
spent $10,584, most of it paid to a local consulting 
firm for a two-color, direct mail flyer, newspaper 
advertising and lawn signboards. The group spent 
$115 more than it collected, but ended with a $3,900" 
debt on two loans, disclosure statements ending Dec. 
31 showed. 

Their meagerly funded opposition, Upland Citi- 
zens for Open Government, said they spent only $494 
and collected $676. The grass-roots group was 
bolstered by two Pasadena consultants, each appar- 
ently paid less than $100, contribution reports, filed 
with the city clerk, showed. 

The campaign by redevelopment foes was less 
sophisticated, but made its point with printed flyers 
handed out by volunteers. COG charged that Up- 
land’s redevelopment plan was vague, would subsi- 
dize developers and drain funds from other public 
agencies. COG filed suit before the election to block 
the plan if voters did approve it. 

All their contributions and expenditures were 
under a $100 and therefore not itemized. 

The war chest of the redevelopment proponents 
was buoyed by two loans totaling $3,800 from Upland 
real estate broker Robert Sherwood, the group’s 
treasurer. 

“T didn’t realize it was that heavy, or I wouldn’t 
have let him do it,” said Hal Bailin, leading the 
redevelopment advocates, mostly Upland business- 
men and professionals. 

The anti-redevelopment group is credited with 
helping defeat the measure rejected by voters on 
Nov. 2 by a 10 percent margin. They qualified the 
measure for the ballot with a summer petition drive. 

More than 70 percent of Upland’s 25,000 regis- 
tered voters cast ballots in the general election that 
decided two local measures, the second highest 
turnout among the county’s cities. Redevelopment in 
particular bred hot-tempered campaign debates, but 
both measures were deep-sixed by voters. 

Upland Firefighter Paramedic Committee, a 
group supporting the second Upland proposition for 
a city-operated paramedic service, reported spend- 
ing $2,885 duritig their unsuccessful drive. 


They had no organized opposition, although two 
individuals bought advertising encouraging a ‘“‘No”’ 
vote on paramedics. 


In the final contribution period between October 
and December, redevelopment proponents reported 
collecting $7,077 in contributions after receiving 
$3,294 in an earlier filing period. 


Of that, $4,877 was in monetary contributions and 
$2,200 in a second loan from Sherwood. 


In the final disclosure period, the group reported 
contributions of $1,000 from the Board of Realtors 
and two $500 contributions from the property man- 
agement firms of Coventry Square and Anaheim 
Shores. 

Three $250 contributions were made by builders 
C&L and Vanguard and the southern California 
Building Industry Association. 

Car wash owner Dwight Bert put $200 in the 
campaign chest, and dentist William Domb $150. 

Councilman Frank Carpenter contributed $151 in 
the final period, bringing his cumulative contribu- 
tion: to . $206, Councilman Ab C iro. contributed 








Upland Savings and Loan executive Dick Hield 
contributed $105 in the campaign’s final months, 
bringing his contributions to $200. 

Other $100 contributions came from City Attorney 
Don Maroney, civic activist Dallas Richens, real 
estate broker Tony Beletrutti, and real estate broker 
Gene Beilo. 

Citizens for Upland paid $100 to the city for 
permission to post signs, $5,938 to Judy Graves & 
Associates for consulting services and advertising, 


The paramedic committee reported. receiving 
$916 during the last three months of the year and 
$2,076 earlier. 

Automobile dealer Chuck Leggio of Mark Christo- 
pher Chevrolet contributed $300, the only itemized 
contribution listed in the final period. 

The support group said it spent $884 in newspaper 
advertising, $69 for mailers and $175 to an Upland - 
public relations firm. 

Another $100 was discounted on an outstanding 
bill for T-shirts.

The Physical Fitness Centers of 
America, a plush weight training 
and aerobicize club in Upland, 
padilocked its doors over the 
weekend and left about 1,000 men 
and women with unexpired mem- 
berships. 

The doors of the 18&month-old 
club were shuttered by one of the 
club’s owners, James Cook of 
Glendora, apparently because of 
a financial squeeze, a pending 
lawsuit and a possible bankrupt- 
cy. 

Former members said they 
had heard talk of shaky finances 
for the last month. At least one 
veteran member of three failed 
health clubs knew there was trou- 
ble when a $99-a-year special was 
offered through last Thursday. 

“IT wasn’t going to get stuck 
agai, Boyd. Oliver said Tues- 
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Last Friday members were 
locked out when a padlock was 
laced through the glass door’s 
handles and the manager, Tom 
Simms Jr., asked police for extra 
patrol. 

The club’s contents, furniture 
and equipment, valued at about 
$150,000 according to one inves- 
tor, was sealed by a court order 
issued Thursday by an Ontario 
Superior Court and sought. by 
Cook. 

An inventory of the contents is 
underway, said sheriff's Sgt. 
Kenneth Gopperton, enforcing the 
order. 

Cook ‘‘may have gotten a hold 
of the only asset the club has,” 
said Irvine attorney David Ted- 
der, one of about 10 investors in 
the club who pooled about $400,- 


. 000 to,open the club in July 1981.

J. Gale Glenn, the owner of the 
shopping center on the northwest 
corner of Mountain Avenue and 
Foothill Boulevard, declined to 
comment Tuesday. ‘‘They 
changed the locks. I can’t even 
get in,” he said. 

Glenn’s suit, filed early last 
August, alleges Cook and Hunt 
were liable for $15,753 unpaid 
rent, interest and punitive 
ages.

& proposal to the county’s legislative 
~ delegation as the first step toward 
‘finding an author for the bill. Ham- 
* mock dissented and Supervisor David 
2 McKenna was absent. 
$ Supervisors also directed County Ad- 
“ ministrative Officer Robert Rigney to 
discuss the proposal with city manag- 
ers. 

McElwain noted that Municipal and 
Justice courts in the county cost about 
$8.5 million to run in fiscal 1981-82. 
Fines and forfeitures paict to the courts 
amounted to nearly $9 million. 

The legislation, which would apply 
only to San Bernardino County, would 
require monthly payments to the coun- 
ty off the top of the revenue received 
to cover the cost of court operations. 

Court revenue is now distributed 
among the cities, county and state. Of 
the almost $9 million raised last fiscal 
year, the county received $5.15 million; 
the state, $2.17 million, and the cities, 
$1.53 million. 

In the West Valley, the cities’ share 
of the fines ranged from $103,981 in 
Montclair to $296,370 in Ontario. The 
five West Valley cities and Fontana 
received $878,506 overall. 

McElwain said, ‘‘This legislation will 
help us make the Municipal Court self- 
sufficient. I think that would be within 
the likings of the board members and 
also in the eyes of the court. It will be 
a very controversial deal. It will be 
something that’s going to take a lot of 
heat and a lot of work. 

“‘But I feel that we should be willing 
to take that heat. We should be willing 
to assist in the demands of mandated 
court systems. I think this would be 
great step in the right direction to 
alleviate some of the costs.”

‘Supervisors try making 
courts self-supporting 


The proposal took its first ‘‘heat’’ 
from Hammock, a former San Bernar- 
dino councilman whose 5th District is 
largely comprised of San Bernardino. 

“This is simply a matter of putting 
more money in county coffers at the 
expense of cities. And if that’s more 
efficient county government, I’d have 
to assume then that a city’s going to be 
less efficient. I think taxpayers pay 
taxes to both. 

“This is a not a very well veiled raid 
on city treasuries, and I for one will 
ao it right now,’”’ Hammock 
Sai 


McElwain pointed out that state law 
mandates that counties, not cities, 
have Municipal Courts. He said other 
funds would be ‘freed up” for redistri- 
bution by shifting the court revenues to 
pay for court operations, but did not 
specify how the cities would fare. 

Fazle-Rab Quadri, county legislative 
analyst, conceded that nothing in the 
bill guaranteed other revenues to the 
cities to ensure that they suffered no 
net loss. However, he said Rigney 
would listen to the cities’ suggestions 
and that the proposal could always be 
amended. 

Local Supervisor Robert Townsend 
expressed support for the proposal, but 
‘also pointed out the likely opposition 
from other agencies getting a share of 
the funds. 

Quadri agreed that the loss of funds 
to other governments would be the 
“most significant issue that will be 
raised.” Assemblyman Terry Goggin, 
D-San Bernardino, and Sen. Robert 
Presley, D-Riverside, have expressed 
interest in the proposal, he said this 
morning. 

Townsend suggested an alternative 
would be to have the state take over 
administration of the Municipal Courts. 

Hammock said the Legislature was 
to consider funding for local govern- 
ments on Monday, and added, ‘I think 
= is a terrible time to be punching 

em.” 
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Except for scattered, private pro- 
grams, no distribution of free, federal 
surplus cheese is planned _locally, 
according to county health officials. 

Unlike Los Angeles County dwell- 
ers, residents of San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties will not be served 
by a public distribution of cheese this 
winter. 

Instead, local residents who quali- 
fied for cheese giveaways in the past 
must seek out already overburdened 
private distribution centers such as 
St. Vincent De Paul Societies, the 
Salvation Army and the Pomona 
Valley Hunger Project for surplus 
cheese. 

Last fall’s distribution blitz, spon- 
sored by the San Bernardino County 
Department of Health, wiped out 
funds needed to execute another dis- 
tribution plan.

“The health department found it 
pretty costly to do. Without additional 
funds, we are not doing it. Our hands 
are really tied,” said Carla Bou- 
chard, nutrition program manager 
for the county. 


Director for the Survive Food 
Bank, Daryl Brock, said cheese is 
still available for any agency who 
can afford to distribute it. 


“There is a tremendous amount of 
cheese available but it costs quite a 
ag money to distribute it,’ Brock 
said. 

He said neither San Bernardino nor 
Riverside county is planning another 
wide-scale cheese distribution. 

Last fall, San Bernardino gave out 
about 17 truckloads or 600,000 pounds 
of cheese from mid-October to mid-

Three West Valley cities have 
reached tentative agreement to pro- 
vide animal control services through 
the remainder of the 1982-83 fiscal 
year. 

However, uncertainty exists over the 
cities’ willingness to stick with the 
Human Society of the Chaffey Commu- 
nity after June 30. 

The tentative agreement reduces 
subsidies cities will pay for capital 
improvements at the society’s Ontario 
headquarters but will still provide for 
major renovation of the facility. 

It also allows the society to collect 
license fees, round up strays and 
perform other animal control functions 
for the next five months. 

Last July, Montclair, Chino, Ontario 
and Rancho Cucamonga were asked to 
foot a $239,000 bill for improvements 
but that amount was reduced to about 
$25,000 after a series of negotiations 
(conducted after Chino opted to join 
the Humane Society of the Pomona 
Valley). 

“Originally I think our subsidy would 
have been about $42,000,’’ said Rancho 
Cucamonga City Manager Lauren Was- 
serman. ‘‘We said no to that.’ 

Wasserman said the California Con- 
servation Corps will provide labor 
equivalent to about $45,000 — thereby 
reducing the amount of subsidy needed 
from cities. 

“‘We think we can get an awful lot of 
improvements done down there at a 
minimum cost,’’ said Ontario City

cho Cucamonga’s City Council will be 
asked to approve the agreement 
Wednesday, Montclair and Ontario 
councils won’t have a chance to act on 
it until March. 

Although this year’s contract is final- 
ly settled (the society once threatened 
to cut off animal control services by 
Feb. 1 if a contract was not reached), 
it appears cities are gearing to drop 
the organization’s animal control pro- 
gram come July.

Master gardener 








By MIKE NUNN 
Dear Master Gardener: 


Q. I received some poinsettias for Christmas. Can 
{ plant them outside, and if so where and what 
should I do to take care of them? 

A. The poinsettia is well suited to this area and 
will grow well outdoors. It likes a well-drained soil, 
slightly acid. It needs to be pruned regularly to 
prevent legginess. If pruned about every two months 
or So, you will have a bushier plant and its flowers 
may be somewhat smaller. Branches thinned out in 
the summer will produce larger bracts, and the 
addition of a high nitrogen fertilizer about every two 
weeks after color begins to show will enhance its red 
color. The plant is often grown as an informal hedge 
in frostless areas. Where it is frosty, it is best to 
plant them against sunny walls, in sheltered 
corners, under south facing eaves. New plants are 
easy to start in the summer with cuttings of stems 
with four or five eyes. 

Q. Will blackberries grow in the local area. If so, 
when is a good time to plant them? 

A. Blackberries will grow anywhere in California. 
The comon varieties are Boysen and Olallie. They 
prefer a deep loamy soil but can be grown on most 
well-drained soils. Root damage will occur in water- 
saturated soil. 

The plants are usually available in the nurseries 
this month. The canes of the dormant plants should 
be pruned back to about six inches, and they should 
be planted to about the same level as in the nursery. 
Plant them in rows about eight feet apart with about 
six feet between each plant in a row. 

Blackberries should be grown on a trellis. Posts 
set about 12 feet apart will support two tiers of 
wires: one about two to three feet above the ground, 
and the other about five to six feet. 

Blackberry canes that grow this season will 
produce fruits next year on short side shoots that 
grow from the canes. After a cane has fruited, it will 
not produce again. Such canes should be cut off at 
ground level after their fruit has been picked. Then, 
train the new canes on the trellis wires. Put the 
largest canes over the top wire, wrap them:once 
around the lower wire, and then cut off their ends. 
The remaining small weak canes should be cut off. 
In the early fall, cut back the side shoots to about 


one foot. This will help produce larger berries. 

Q. What is the best way to control crabgrass? 

A. Crabgrass sprouts from about January to 
March in Southern California. The best way to 
control crabgrass is to control the growth of the 
lawn. A vigorous dense turf will discourage 
crabgrass. Proper mowing, irrigation, and 
fertilization of your particular grass species will 
reduce the incidence of crabgrass. Crabgrass 
thrives on frequent irrigations and requires little 
nitrogen for growth. However, if you are unable to 
prevent the invasion by the above method, a 
preemergence herbicide applied in January will 
keep the crabgrass seeds from sprouting. Follow the 
label directions for the product you choose.

Action on fees delayed 


SAN BERNARDINO — For the second consecu- 
tive week, the San Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors has delayed an ordinance for develop- 
ment fees to help finance public improvements in 
the Chino Hills. 

Mike Walker, the county’s West Valley regional 
manager, requested the postponement Monday until 
Feb. 21 for further discussion with landowners over 
their concerns. 

He said that county and bond attorneys had found 
some of the landowners’ recommendations unac- 
ceptable. Landowners sought the additional week 
before the board acts on the ordinance, which would 
include a basic rate of $4,200 per dwelling on new 
construction, Walker added. 

Development fees are an important part of the 
package to finance $587.2 million in public infras- 
tructure envisioned for carrying out the Chino Hills 
specific plan. 

Local Supervisor Robert Townsend, whose dis- 
trict includes the Chino Hills, said that the county 
should withhold acceptance of tract maps and 
drawing of building permits if builders seem to be 
trying to get projects under way before the ordi- 
nance is approved.

The law, which went into effect Jan. 
1, 1982, is Section 11105.2 of the state 
Penal Code. It states that specific 
organizations may obtain from the 
state Department of Justice records of 
any sex crime convictions of employ- 
ees or volunteers having disciplinary 
or supervisory power over minors. 

Under the section, organizations may 
ask paid or volunteer workers to sub- 
mit to fingerprinting by local police. 
The names and fingerprints are sent to 
the state Department of Justice in 
Sacramento where records 
searched to determine if the workers 
have records of sex crime convictions. 

No other searches of applicants’ 
backgrounds are supposed to be made. 
Any other convictions, such as for theft 
or battery, are not to be reported to 
officials of the inquiring organization. 

Records of convictions are sent to 
@ those in charge of the organizations. 
& Copies also are sent to the persons with 

the conviction so they will know that 
the organization has been informed. No 
other individuals are supposed to see 


ranks anyone with a tendancy to mo- 
lest children. 

Some individuals working within 
youth sports complain that the law is 
not specific enough and that lack of 
clarity has resulted in controversy. 

The controversy centers on just who 
in youth sports should be fingerprinted 
for a record check. Some believe that 
only coaches should be checked. Oth- 
ers believe managers also should sub- 
mit.

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not asking anyone to be fingerprinted 
and submit to a record check. Mar- 
shall estimates that only about 20 
percent of the divisions are requiring 
the record checks. 

Claremont police Agent Gary Jen- 
kins said that some other organizations 
which have chosen to check records 
include La Verne Pop Warner football, 
La Verne and San Dimas soccer, a 
YMCA in Fresno, a Bay area child- 
care center and the statewide Big 
Brothers and Big Sisters. 


One of the objections to the record 
checking is the expense, a Little 
League coach said. The fees charged 
by police to fingerprint persons vary, 
but most charge from $2 to $4. Then it 
costs another $8.50 to process the 
names and prints through the state 
Department of Justice’s record depart- 
ment. 

Marshall said that it cost Little 
League in La Verne $4,300 for its 
record checks. 


Marshall said that so far, no one has 
dropped out of local Little League 
because of the fingerprinting. But one 
individual has threatened to sue if 
everyone is not required to undergo the 
procedure. 


A spokesman for the Department of 
Justice in Sacramento, who asked not 
to be identified by name, described the 
response of youth organizations to the 
legislation as ‘‘poor.” He said that the 
Bureau of Criminal Identification 
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Youth leaders printed to find sex criminals 


(formerly Criminal Investigation and 
Identification) has processed only 1,500 
applications for clearances since the 
legislation passed. Those applications 
came from only 15 or 20 organizations. 
And he said that to his knowledge, 
none of the inquiries resulted in the 
discovery of a recorded conviction. 


He stressed, however, that the only 
records the department will reveal are 
those convictions for 20 specific sex 
offenses which, under another Penal 
Code section, require registration by 
the individual as a sex offender. 


The spokesman said that some offi- 
cials within inquiring organizations 
mistakenly assume that if they receive 
no information back about an individu- 
al, that individual has no record. That 
is not necessarily so, he said, adding 
that if a person was arrested for a sex 
offense but was not convicted, his 
record would not be revealed. 


Also, if he was convicted of anything 
but the specified sex crimes, his record 
would not be revealed. And the record 
search is for the state of California 
only. He could have a record in anoth- 
er state. 


As a result, the fact that no informa- 
tion is returned by the DOJ to an 
inquiring organization does not mean 


that everyone within the group has a 
clean record.

Dr. Feinstein said the major differ- 
ence between doctors of osteopathic 
medicine and medical doctors is that 
the osteopathic physician places more 
emphasis on consideration of the whole 
person in providing medical treatment. 

He added that most D.O.s enter 


general family practice, although some 
enter specialized medical services. 

Waving his hands, Perrin said “these 
are our most useful tools. Osteopathic 
physicians use their hands to gain a 
tremendous amount of information. 
They can feel internal organs, sense 
stress and better examine the body.”’ 

D.0.s also use their hands for manip- 
ulation, a major part of osteopathic 
medicine treatment. 

Osteopathic physicians are licensed 
to practice in all states, Dr. Feinstein 
added. Like M.D.s, osteopathic physi- 
cians are fully trained physicians who 
prescribe drugs, perform surgery and 
utilize all accepted methods to main- 
tain and restore health. 


Of the 15 osteopathic colleges in the 
nation, nine have been opened since 
1974, said COMP President Philip 
Pumerantz 


COMP, established in 1977, serves 
the Western states as the newest osteo- 
pathic medical school. 

Dr. Feinstein said the D.O.s spend 
six years receiving their medical train- 
ing after completing undergraduate 
studies. M.D.s spend eight years in 
training after undergraduate school. 

“But,” he added, “there are many 
similarities and the two groups provide 
the same range of medical services. 
They are not in direct competition.” 

Within the past few years, hospitals 
across the nation are opening their 
staff privileges to both M.D.s and 
D.O.s, Perrin reported. 

Most valley hospitals have osteopath- 
ic physicians included on the staff, the 

rs stated. 

In addition, osteopathic graduates 
are being invited to intern in general 
community hospitals, Perrin noted.

shad to find out how it was done,”’ he said. 


About two years ago, Fowlkes enrolled a week 
g late in a class at Redwing Glass Craft operated by 
® Marvin and Bonnie Belville. 


At first, Bonnie Belville had some reservations 
about the new student’s ability. This, she said, was 
because he is left handed. 


Fowikes, frustrated because other students were 
a week ahead of him, nevertheless persisted. When 
he discovered he could use the glass cutting tool 
with his right hand, he was ‘‘off and running.” 


He selected a pattern and began to perfect his 
technique. Soon, he combined his flair for color and 
design and began to create originals. 


The cockatoos in one piece are family pets. The 
duck in another reflects the designer’s affinity for 
hunting. Others are reminiscent of stained glass 
found in ancient cathedrals and Victorian era 
churches. 


Recently, the talented designer created a special 
panel for his first grandchild. It featured two swans 
— one black and one white. 


Fowlkes tackled a seven-by-four-foot piecethat 
divides the living room and dining room in his 
Pomona home. He is currently completing leaded 
glass light panels for his kitchen ceiling. 


He has learned through experimentation that 
some glass ‘‘breaks easily,’”’ while some types are 
“easy to cut.” In his “mind’s eye,’ he envisions 
designs for glass with particular grains. Supplies of 
different types and colors of glass are nearly 
limitless, he explained. 


As he has perfected his technique, Fowlkes has 
designed ever more complicated pieces to ‘‘chal- 
lenge and test myself.’”’ He has completed hundreds 
of pieces, but still contends with the next ‘I might 
be proficient.”” He admits, however, that he no 
longer nurses the many knicks and cuts that are the 
curse of every beginner. 


There is a professional quality to his work that is 
evident as sunlight is transmitted through the glass 


and begins to play upon the colors he has carefully 
selected for each piece. 


A would-be stained glass artisan must be willing 
to invest in tools and glass which is expensive. The 
hobbyist also must be patient. The work is tedious 
and it ‘takes time to do it right,”” Fowlkes observed. 


Basic tools for the beginner should include a 
work surface, glass cutter, flat, wide-nosed grozzing 
pliers, knives for cutting lead and a soldering iron. 
With those, the hobbyist can begin the process to 
complete a stained glass project. 

But, as Fowlkes points out, it takes practice to 


me < 


perfect the techniques of pattern making, cutting 
glass and cutting, soldering, cementing and cleaning 
the lead which supports the glass. Fowlkes finds it 
exciting to be involved in “the rebirth of a 
craftsmanship” that began as long ago as 969 A.D. 
The craft flouished until the middle of the 14th 
century and regained popularity in the 19th century. 
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It reportedly reached its peak about 1900 and lasted 
until about 1930. 
To Fowlkes, it represents a tranformation from a 
synthetic world to ‘‘old world aesthetics.” ; 
There is an inexplicable feeling, Fowlkes. said, 
when a completed work is in place and Mother 
Nature begins to shine through.
